week. Ill order to trace M iss Trcden- 
niek's connection with Belfast deaf- 
mute w6rk, it. may lie well to mention 

here that about thirty years ago she 

first became interested in (he deaf by 

finding how very much two deaf ap- 
prentices near her home bad deteri 

orated. She communicated with

The Coroner held an inquest on the 

remains of John W. Stokes, who was 
run over by the ears last Saturday 
and killed. The findings in the ease 
relieve the railroad company from 
any blame. 

John was the oldest of six children, 
and had lost his hearing when four 
old from cercbro spinal men- 
ingitis. His father says the boy had 
always been of a daring and venture- 
some spirit, lie exonerates the rail- 
road company and the institution 
from all blame. 

The lower house of the legislature 
has passed a bill for the higher educa- 
tion of the blind, lis provisions are 
that graduates from either the literary 
or musical department of the Ohio 
Instil ut ion, residing in Ohio, — and not 
having been in attendance in said 
institution the entire time to which

io exceed four years, their tuition,
